THE VAST PLANT REMAINS IDLE. 


The Mexican Government Still Hangs to 
Silver—A White Metal Convention at 
Salt Lake—The Central Pacific 
Dividend to Be Paid. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

NEW YORK, July 13.—(By the ‘Asso- 
ciated Press.) The Tribune will say 
this morning: ‘“‘The Nicaragua Canal 
Construction Company is out of funds 
and has stopped all work upon the 
Nicaragua Canal. For some time, it 
has been rumored, they have been af- 
fected by the general stringency in 
money, and it also has become known 
that there was some internal dissen- 
sions in the company, and there has 
been a great deal of disappointment 
that the management has failed to ob- 
tain loans from this country and from 
England. Yesterday the officers ad- 
mitted that work on the canal had been 
stopped. 

“They say that the failure to go 
ahead with the work is simply and 
solely from the failure to raise money, 
and they had not much doubt that 
when business affairs became easier the 
work would go on. For the present, 
however, the vast plant in Central 
America will remain idle. It has been 
intimated thdt the stoppage of con- 
truction was due partly to political 
troubles and revolutions in Central 
America. These changes would, how- 
ever, have caused comparatively little 
trouble to the company, had it been 
supplied with funds to go ahead with 
the work.” 


MAINTAIN THE AGGREGATE. 


The Treasury Department Reads the Sher- 
, man Silver Act Anew, 

WASHINGTON July 13.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) It is understood that 
the Treasury Department is not re- 
quired by the Sherman law to pur- 
chase 4,500,000 ounces of silver each 
month. The law reads: the 
retary of the Treasury is hereby -di- 
rected to purchase, from time to time, 
silver bullion to the aggregate of 
4,500,000 ounces, or so much thereof as 
may be offered in each month, the 
market price thereof to be,’ ete. Un- 
der this construction, if the price does 
not suit the department it is held that 
purchases need not be made in any 
special amount, so long as the aggre- 
gate is maintained. The decision as to 
what is the market price is made by 
the Director of the Mint, who makes 
the purchases. The Acting Director of 
the Mint expects to get his full quota 
this month. 

The gold reserve in the treasury has 
increased $206,000 since yesterday, and 
now stands at $98,093,141; but, on the 
othe hand, the currency decreased 
from $27,353,881 to $26,904,780 in the 
same time, owing to heavy payments 
on account of pensions and postoffices. 


A HOPEPUL VIEW. 


Mexico Believes That the Position of Silver 
Will Be Maintained. 

CITY OF MEXICO, July 13.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The government is 
pursuing a waiting policy in regard to 
silver, and is not disposed to take any 
decisive action regarding its foreign 
debt until events shape themselves. 

It is not bBeliewed here that France 
will withdraw from the Latin Union, 
and there is also strong reason for be- 
lieving that, accerding to advices re- 
ceived here, the repeal of the Sherman 
act will net be accomplished without 
compensatory action, which may power- 
fully aid in sustaining the silver mar- 
ket. Mine-owners of Pachuca, one of 
the most extensive mining districts of 
Mexico, have decided no matter how 
low the white metal may fall in value 
in foreign markets, the mines of Pa- 
chuca shall not close or curtail opera- 
tions. 


KEEPING BEFORE THE PUBLIC. 


Olcott, Who Su:d Young Luning, Again 
Comes into Prominence. 

NEW YORK, July 13.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) Richard Morgan Olcott, 
doing business as Olcott & Co., export- 
ers of grain and general merchandise, 
has assigned. Olcott came into promi- 
nence a few weeks ago by obtaining an 
attachment for $53,878 against John N. 
Luning, the young California million- 
aire. The attachment was afterward 
settled, but the amount received by Ol- 
cott was not made public. It is said to 
have been about $17,000. Oleott’s em- 
barrassment is attributed to financial 
Stringency and the effect of heavy 
losses in Argentine some time ago. 
The liabilities are not definitely known, 
but are reported to be from $100,000 
to $150,000. 

Free Coinage Wanted. 

SALT LAKE (Utah,) July 13.—A mon- 
ster silver’ demonstration was held at 
Salt Lake City Theater last night. 
Spirited speeches were made by Gov. 
West, Mayor Boskin: of Salt Lake City, 
Congressional Delegate Joseph L. Raw- 
lins, Judge C. C. Goodwin of the Salt 
Lake City Tribune, and others, favor- 
ing the free coinage of silver. ‘aie. 
tions were passed praying Congress for 
the enactment of a law repealing the 
Sherman law, and all other laws un- 


| faverable to silver, and the substitu- 


tion of laws restoring to silver its 
former value. 


Taking it Easy. 

NEW YORK, July 13.—This after- 
noon the hepeful feeling among bank- 
org became more pronounced. Fred- 
erick D. Tappen, president of the Gal- 
‘atin National Bank, said that one of 
the most necessary things was the re- 
sumption of normal relations between 
the sub-treasury and, the clearing- 
house. No olearing- loan certifi- 
7ates were issued teday, and none were 
retired, but it is known that if the

same easy Condition prevails next week, 
some largwe blocks of certificates wilt 
then be retired. Tappen said this after- 
noon that there would not be any 
trouble in the money market. 

Money, he said, would probably be 
easy right along, and, within a week 
or ten.days, there would be a super- 
abundance of currency here, particu- 
larly in notes of small denominations. 


No Silver for Morocco. 
ATLANTIC CITY (N. J..) July 13.— 


The Moroceo Manufacturers’ National 
Association, one of the strongest 


trade organizations in the country, and 
representing in its body over $10,000,000, 
in their annual meeting today adopted 
resolutions favoring a petition to Con- 
gress for the suspension of the further 
purchase and cvinage of silver. 


Real Estate Firm Collapsed. 

CHICAGO, July 13.—A receiver was 
appointed for the real estate firm of W. 
A. Merigold & Co. today. The firm did 
a very large business, and the collapse 
was unexpected. Mr. Merigold is now 
in Burope, amd the receiver was ap- 
pointed on the application of a creditor. 
No statement fs given. 


Offers Accepted. 

WASHINGTON, July 13.—The treas- 
ury has received notices of acceptance 
of its counter offer of 711, cents for sil- 
ver to the amount of 320,000 ounces. 
The purchases thus far this month, out 
of a total of the legal requirement of 
4,500,000 ounces, amount to only 768,000 
ounces. 


Central Pacific Dividend. 

NEW YORK, July 13.—c. P. Hunt- 
ington says: ‘I have just telegraphed 
San Francisco, and a regular dividend 
will be declared on the capital stock of 
the Central Pacific within a few hours. 
The company has more than earned a 
dividend and it will be promptly paid.”

ACCIDENT ON THE “WEST SHORE." 


Trucks of the Parlor Cars are Broken, but 
Passengers are Unhurt—List of the 
Killed and Injured— A Peculiar 
Occurrence.

NEWBURG (ON. Y.,) July 13.—(By the 

Associated Press.) The West Shore 
day express, due hee at 12:04 p.m., was 
wrecked in the West Shore freight 
yard here today. The train consisted 
of an engine, baggage car, three day 
coaches and a sleeper. In crossing the 
freight yard switch the engine picked 
up, it is supposed, a loose object which 
caused it to leava the track and run 
upon the ties for some distance, and it 
then crashed into a freight train stand- 
ing in the yard. 
. The engineer, upon feeling the engine 
leave the track, shut off the steam and 
whistled for brakes, and he and the 
fireman jumped. The latter, Charles 
Willis, ruptured a blood vessel and was 
badly bruised. The’ engineer escaped 
with slight injuries. Fred Holland, en- 
gineer of the freight train, had hts skull 
fractured and was bacly cut over the 
eye. 

About a dozen persons were in the 
smoker, but they escaped injury. It 
was in coach No. 71, which was filled 
with passengers, that nearly all the 
casualties occurred. Its entire side 
was ripped off, and nearly all were 
killed on that side. The parlor car 
trucks were broken, but the passen- 
gers, besides being severely shaken up, 
were not injured.

FOR HOME RULE. 


Irish Tlembers Pressing Their 
Advantages. 


Conservatives Leave the House but Return— 
Several Clauses Pushed Through — 
A Question Regarding the 
Rupee’s Value. 


Ru Telecramh to The Times. 

LONDON, July 13.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) In the Commons to- 
day, Sir John Lubbock asked whether 
the government had settled upon the 
rate at which the rupee would be re- 
ceived for gold. (jladstone said he 
knew nothing of the matter beyond 
what he had already announced. Sir 
John then gave notice that he would 
question the government as to whether 
2014 would be given for the rupee at 
the same rate as rupees for gold. 

The house then went into committee 
of the whole on the Home-rule Bill. 
The debate was marked by attacks on 
Gladstone by members of his party. 
Kobert Wallace (Liberal) of Edinburgh 
opposed the withdrawal of the subsec- 
tion of clause 9%, and he spoke at 
length against the course of the Prime 
Minister. Joseph Chamberlain charged 
Gladstone with breaking his publicly 
expressed pledge against the retention 
of the Irish members, and challenged 
the governmefit to appear before the 
country on the issues raised. At 16 
o'clock Chairman Mellor applied the 
closure on the amendment, and it car- 
ried by a vote of 325 to 298. 

The clause, which provides for the 
representation in Parjiament of Trish 
counties and boroughs, was then 
adopted. by a vote of 326 to 297. As 
Chairman Mellor proceeded to put the 
question on clause 10, the first of the 
financial clauses, the Conservatives, 
after cheering derisively, left the house 
in a body. The government's proposal 
that consideration of clause,.10 be post- 
poned was then passed. Votes on 
financial clauses 11, 17, 20 and 21 were 
also postponed. By the time clause 
18, concerning the powers of the Irish 
legislative assembly in the matters of 
money, bills and votes, was reached, 
the bolting Conservatives returned. 
The clause then carried by a vote of 
328 to 294. 

the following clauses were then 
rushed through, with majorities vary- 
ing between 25 and 20: Clause 19, con- 
cerning the Irish exchequer judges; 
clause 22, concerning appeals from 
Irish courts; clause 23, concerning pro- 
vision for a decision on constitutional 
questions; clause 24, concerning the of- 
fice of lord lieutenant: clause 25, con- 
cerning the use of crown lands by the 
Irish government; clause 26, concern- 
ing the tenure of future judges. 


OFFERED TO SUBST. 


Closing Scenes in the Heath Murder Trial at

broke out. 

The National World's Fair Commis- 
sion.today adopted a report recome- 
mending that fire escapes be put on 
the World's Fair buildings to which the 
public is in the habit of going, and that 
a body of men be employed and pro- 
vided with implements for sealing the 
walls and rescuing people in case of 
fire. 

The gate receipts at the fair on Sun- 


| day will be donated to the relatives of 


the dead firemen, and severat—theaters- 
will also give benefits for them, so that 
a handsome sum is sure to be netted. 
Memorial rvices will be held at the 
grounds on Sunday. 

Preparations for the funeral of un- 
identified victims of Monday’s fire are 
completed: The procession will start 
from the fire engine-house an Cottage 
Grove avenue at 10:30 o'clock tomor- 
row. Fhere will be eight caskets on a 
balck catafalque drawn by eight black 
horses. Detailsa from the fire depart- 
ment, and a company of Columbian 
guards, as well as civic societies, will 
participate. Over $20,000 has thus far 
been raised for the relief of widows and 
orphane. 

September 30 was decided upon today 
as Ireland's day. Tomorrow the fair 
directors will again take up the Sun- 
day question, and before adjourning it 
is probable an order will be issued 
closing the gates on Sunday. 

The total admissions today were 129, 
428, of which 90,480 were paid. 


THE MISSING MATE,

The Tariff and Its Effects on 
Fruit Production. 


A Representative to Go to Washing- 
ton for Them. 


Gen. Chipman Selected, With Frank Kimball 
as Alternate—A Number of Impor- 
tant Topics Discussed—Ellwood 
Cooper Chairman.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 13.—(By the 
Associated Presse.) The Convention of 
California Fruitgrowers met here this 
morning for the purpose of discussing 
the tariff on fruite, and compiling in- 
formation relative to the fruit produc- 
tion and kindred matters for the Cali- 
fornia Congressional delegation for use 
before the coming Congress. Ellwood 
Cooper of Santa Barbara was elected 
president. and various committees were 
appointed. : 

Topics were assigned as follows: 


Prunes, Col. Philo Hersey of San Jose;

SACRAMENTO, July 138.—(By the 
Associated Press.) W. H. Mills has 
written a lettertoC. K. McClatchy of 
the Bee regarding the mention of his 
mame in connection with the vacant 
United States Senatorship, in which he 
says: ‘I ask the service at your hands 
of a personal visit to Gov.

Convict Cuts His Throat. 

SAN RAFAEL, July 13.—An inquest 
was held today on the remains of J. R. 
Griffiths, a convict who committed suj- 
cide by cutting his throat at San Que 
tin yesterday. From the testimony ad- 
duced, it appears that he had been suf- 
fering from asthma for several years, 
and since his incarceration, six years 
ago, had been unable to perform man- 
ual labor. The fact was revealed that 
hehad. cut his throat about 4 o’clock 
in the morning, and had lived for eleven 
hours thereafter. not having severed 
the jugular vein. The deceased was 
sent ta San Quentin from San Bernar- 
dino county, and was serving a life sen- 
tence for murder.

A BAD SMASH. 


Santa Rosa Collides With 
the Big Schooner. 


The Santa Fe’s New Rule Affect- 
ing Sleeper Passengers. 


Why the Railroads Do Not Want to 
Reduce Rates. 


More Reductions in Santa Fe Forces—Two 
Trains Taken Off a Branch Line— 
General and Local Rail- 
road Mention. 


An accident which provoked some ex- 
travagant profanity and incidentally 
did a good deal of damage occurred at 
Redondo yesterday at noon. 

The big schooner Gov. Ames was 
anchored about eighty feet from the 
wharf, and the steamer Santa Rosa 
was in a parallel position, between that 
vessel and the wharf. The Santa Rosa 
was about to put to sea, and backed 
for some distance, so as to get clear of 
the schooner. Upon starting ahead, she 
made a sharp turn to starboard, as if 
to pass by the Gov. Ames, close to her 
bow. In some manner the turn was not 
made as it should have been. The bow 
of the steamer cleared all right, but 
her stern swung around under the bow- 
sprit of the Gov. Ames. 

The mizzen mast of the steamer col- 
lided with the bowsprit, and there was 
a startling crash, which caused much 
excitement among the passengers. ) 

The broken bowsprit hanging by the 
rigging dropped into the water, and the 
bréken mast dropped over in a some- 
what similar manner. One of the life 
boats of the steamer and a couple of 
ventilating funnels were brushed off 
into the sea. The Santa Rosa made no 
stop, but continued on her way to 
Santa Monica and San Francisco. 
PULLMAN PASSENGERS MAY SLEEP. 

By an order just issued by the Santa 
Fe railroad conductors will hereafter be 
required to personally take up tickets 
held by passengers in Pullman sleeping 
cars. Conductors are advised to go 
through Pullman coaches before pas- 
sengers retire, and are cautioned 
against disturbing passengers after they 
have retired. Pullman conductors will 
be required as usual to see that their 
passengers have proper train transpor- 
tation before permitting them to ride 
in the Pullman, and Pullman conduct- 
ors on night trains will notify the 
train conductors of any passengers 
they may have over night, so that the 
train conductor can call on them for 
their tickets before they go to bed. 
Heretofore it has been customary for 
the Pullman conductor ‘to take up the 
train tickets as well as the Pullman 
tickets of the passengers, delivering 
the train tickets to the train conductors 
afterward. : 
RAILROADS MAKING MUCH MONEY. 

The earnings of the Western roads 
for June are unusually large. An ex- 
change figures it out that there is 
scarcely a Western road whose earn- 
ings in June, 1893, were not greater 
than the earnings of_the entire five 
months from January 1 to May 31. 
Nearly all this gain is from passenger 
earnings, as the freight business has 
been unusually light thus far this year. 
The World’s Fair has naturally stimu- 
lated the passenger business of the 
roads, and the exorbitant rates charged 
The 
desire of the roads to make hay while 
the sun shines is responsible for the 
stubborn fight made by the Western 
roads against a reasonable reduction in 
World's Fair rates. While they admit 
that a reduction in rates to one fare 
for the round trip would probably 
double their business, yet their earn- 
ings would be no greater than they are 
with the present volume of business at 
the existing exorbitant rates. Of course 
the World’ Fair and the business in- 
terests of Chicago, if not of the whole 
country, would be benefited if twice 
as many people attended than do at 
present and spent their money freely. 
‘But the railroads do not care for that. 
They are not working for the fair nor 
the public. They were built.to make 
all the traffic could bear and to enrich 
their stockholders, directors and of- 
ficers.

find that the defendant had had a fair 
trial; that a jury of twelve reputable 
citizens, kept by the order of the court 
together, and prevented by the same or* 
der from reading the newspapers, had, 
within twenty-five minutes after re- 
tiring to their juryroom, found the de- 
fendant guilty of murder, and that the 
Supreme Court would say that under 
the Constitution Bentley had been 
fairly tried and convicted, and that the 
functions of a jury could not after the 
fact be usurped by the court. What 
was said was that the Supreme Court 
had repeatedly held that an order 
granting a new trial was within the 
discretion of the trial court, and that 
unless a clear abuse of such discretion 
was found in the record such order 
would not be interfered with. 

*“*My contention has always been, not- 
withstanding the contrary opinion of 
some of my associates, that the Su- 
preme Court, in reading the opinion 
and the record of the trial court and 
comparing the two, would (as it did in 
the Walters cage in San Bernardino 
county) refuse to allow the defendant 
a second trial, and this was stated by 
me to Mr. Dillon at the time the bill 
of exceptions and the notice of appeal 
was handed to him by Mr. Gage. 

“T am free to admit that, with the 
trial judge announcing from the bench 
that he would not permit the defend- 
ant to be convicted a second time un- 
less much additional testimony was ad- 
duced, I was not very sanguine of pro- 
curing a second conviction which would 
stand, but, as I was not elected Dis- 
trict Attorney of this county, that was 
. matter with which I had nothing to 


“To say that the property interests 
between the Nordholts and Bentley had 
anything to do either with the prosecu- 
tion or dismissal of the case is to say 
that which the law expressly forbids. 
and that which, in the settlement of 
the civil case, was expressly reserved, 
myself and my associates, Messrs, Han- 
non, Gage and White, not pretending 
to interfere with the duties of the Dis- 
trict Attorney of this county, but put- 
ting our services at his command. 

“If Bentley goes free today it is not 
because of any effort, direct or indirect, 
of the attorneys of the Nordholts, but 
is attributable, as the record will show, 
to the law officers of the county of Los 
Angeles. : 

“It may-not be amiss to state that 
the fees of all private counsel and a 
considerable portion of the expense of 
the prosecution was borne by the chil- 
dren of . Bentley, though the law 
contemplates that prosecutions for 
crime shall be had at the expense of 
the prosecuting power, which, in this 
case, is the county of Los Angeles."’___

There 
will sooh be added to this an idle army 
of labor of 4000 men from the smelters. 
Stone quarries are nearly all shut 
The railway companies are lay- 


ing off train crews hy the seore. The 
foundries are nearly all out of orders. 
Farmers and fruit-growers will be° 
barely paid for the cost of saving 
crops. Merchants are countermanding 
orders. Traveling men for Wastern 


And here is, in brief, a declaration of 
what the bi-metallists want:

The Other Side. 
Here is what the banking house of 
Henry Clews & Co. of New York has 


to say on the financial question, in a 
recent circular: 


“What the situation seems to need is 
some bold intrusion on the distrust 
that will arrest universal attention and 
compel a quick revival of confidence by 
the sheer strength of its assurances. 
The banks are now doing their part 
nobly to evoke such confidence, but 
there is a limit to what they can do. 
There is but one man and one act that 
can thus shake the money market out 
of the vague distrust into which it has 
fallen. The man is President Cleve- 
land; the act is his immediate call of a 
special session of Congress to repeal 
the law to which all this trouble is 
largely due. The one thing the country 
needs to be assured of is that we are to 
be saved from a_ silver currency. 
The existing distress is mostly due 
to apprehensions of that danger, 
and but little short of the declara- 
tion of Congress that not another ‘dollar 
of silver shall pollute our currency can 
repair this wrecked confidence. 

“But this imperatively needed assur- 
ance, in order to be. of any efficacy, 
must be given without delay. This is 
felt to be a matter too vital for mere 
hopes to satisfy. The public will cher- 
ish no confident trust in mere hopes of 
such action. The repeal of the Sher- 
man act is a deed in which they will 
not believe until it is accomplished. 
The period for which they can afford to 
wait for that deed is limited very 
strictly by the highly strained con- 
dition of credit from which they are 
suffering.”

SAN FRANCISCO, July 10.--Up to; 
last Sunday T ha ys believed that 
a talking parrot learned the few words 
of his vocabulary in a mechanical way, 
as a mocking-bird picks up the notes 
of another bird's song or a whistled 
bar. I had not believed that a parrot 
possessm] the faculty of thought in 
such a degree as to make the language 
of the human race ant expression of his 


awn ideas, likes--~and dislikes, and 
wishes. My theory was that the par- 
ret used the few words at his com- 


mand in a hit-and-miss fashion, and 
the fact that.they sometimes seemed 
apropos was merely a chance coinci- 
dence. T am now disposed to revise my 
opinion, and, with har in hand, make 
humble apology to fhe parrot kind for 
the injustice I have done it. In other 
words, I am convinced that at least

was as sudden and pronounced as that

In the cen- 
ter of the island there is a considerable 
area of good arable land, and this we 
find occupied by little farms in a high 
state of cultivation. The soil, like all 
reclaimed tule lands, is very rich and 
fine in tilth. . It has been cultivated ‘gl- 
most’ since the days of ‘49, and 
turned off no erfd of produce and veg- 
etables for the San’ Francisco and sur- 
rounding markets. Asparagus and hops 
grow there with especial advantage, 
and all forms of tree and plant life 
suited to the climate flourishes amaz- 
ingly. 
My old friends, Mr. and Mrs. Benedict, 
settled on their little farm in the early 
times, and their homestead is a perfect 
bower. You approach by a long lane 
that: runs through& of feathery 


asparagus, and you find a ywaint, old- | 


fashioned. cottage, the front entrance 
canopied by a grand fig tree and a 
brobdignagian buckeye, while vines, 
shrubs, and flowers crowd the door- 
yard until there is not room for one 
more spray or.bloom. Mrs. Benedict 
told me with reasonable pride that, 
with her own hand, she planted the 
buckeye from which the great tree 
grew, and she startedsthe fig from a 
Mttle slip no bigger imgirth than her 
little finger. Mr. Benedict began his 
farming operations by raising aspera- 
gus when it was a high-priced luxury, 
and hops when they were an indispens- 
able adjunct of good beer. He amassed 
a snug competency at it, and he now 
owns a large ranch up in Napa and is 
‘“‘well fixed.”’” He leases his island farm 
for others to grow products on and he 
lives in the deli old homestead 
without work or ‘wort, while he ard 
his good wife are as:fear examples of 
perfect content and a green and happy 
old age as I have r found in this 
world. They live very quietly, of 
course, for their children are well along 
in life. and they have several grown 
grandchildren, _who sca@me whenever 
they have a to," stay as long 
as they choos ty! : quiet tastes, 
such facilities th¥ing them, such 
a charming envtronment and such free- 
dom from care, why should Mr. Bene- 
diet covet the Stanford estate or wish 
to be Governor of, California? 

But I am a long time in coming to my 
intellectual parrot. It seemed to me, 
however, that a description of the 
philosophical bird would not be com- 
plete unless I described his surround- 
ings. What an ideal atmosphere for a 
parrot of sedentary habits! How per- 
fectly in keeping for him to remain day 
in and day out in his perch in the cozy 
old sitting-room and think and think 
and think! He is a parrot of the con- 
ventional green plumage, aad he left 
his South American birthplace a fledg- 
ling only two and a. half years ago. 
Rut in his two and a half years of 
American domestication, he has picked 
up a considerable stock of ideas and a 
speaking knowledge of ;the English 
tongue. He Has and 
dislikes, like other. people; ahd knows 
how to express them He_.wrecognizes 
Mr. Benedict as “Old Fellow,” and 
never fails to address fim itbhus: “Good 
morning, Old Fellow,” “Godd-by, Old 
Fellow,” “Hello, Old Fellow,”’ are the 
usual -salutations.__Polly's habits are 
very regular, and may -be divided into 
two diurnal epochs. All the day he 
sits on his perch in the sitting-room, 
rumigating and entertaining friends. At 
night he sits on another porch in an in- 
closed alcove, and thig, is recognized as 
his bedroom. He has his regular'time 
for going to bed and fa® getting up, and 
insists on the formality as rigorously as 
though there were all the difference in 
the world between the two perches. 
When Polly's bedtime comes, he is sure 
to remind the family of the fact and 
insist that he is sleepy. When he is 
put away in regular fashion for his 
night's repose, Polly settles down on 
his bed with a _ self-satisfied chuckle 
that is good to hear. A tired laborer 
does not roll inte his conch with more 
manifestations of satisfaction. One 
time the family were going away for a 
visit, and Mr. Benedict,found it neces- 
sary to put Polly to bed before the 
usual time. He was obstreperous and 
refractory. It took twiee or three times 
as long as usual to transfer him to his 
night perch, and when the ceremony 
had been finally accomplished, the usyal 
satisfied chuckle was not forthcoming. 
instead of this Polly looked up at his 
master with a disgruntled air and said 
“You're a great old fellow!” 

His name for Mrs. Benedict is 
“Dotta,”’ and he addresses her by that 
title on all occasions. He is somewhat 
“smashed” on Dotta, and will tolerate 
familiarities on her t- which are not 
ailowable with anytody else. He will 
whistle or sing for Dotta when he is 
not on exhibition to the rest of the 
world. He will work off’ his little 
waltz song, ‘‘Too-te, -too-te, too-te, 
too-te,”’ for Dotta to dance, and he will 
take it turn about and dance himself 
while Dotta furnishes the ‘‘Too-te.”’ 

Polly is very susceptible to flattery. 
*“Shew your pretty wings, Polly! Oh, 
what pretty wings,ywhat pretty wings!’ 
spoken by- one in. whom he has con- 
fidence, is pretty sure to start him on 
dress parade. He stretches out his 
wings and cavorts up and down his

perch with more “‘agony” than a Broad- 
way belle. “Poor Polly! poor little 
thing! poor little thing!¥ brings him to 
a most humble and dolesome attitude, 
bowing low on his perch and stroking 
it with his bill in a consoling manner. 
Not only does Polly recognize his time 
for going to bed, but he knows equally 
well when the duties of the day 
summon him from his downy couch, 
“Hello, Dotta; time to get up!’ he yells 
at a stafed time in the morning. If 
Mrs. Benedict does not exactly agree 
with him fn_ this conclusion, she says, 
“Not yet, Polly, let's take another 
little snooze,” “Numph-umph,” he 
grunts, and tucks. his head under his 
wing for another half hour. Then, if 
there is no stir about the house, comes 
the summons again, ‘“‘Dotta, Dotta, 
time to get up!” 

Polly forms his likes and dislikes of 
people whom he meets on sight, and he 
is not backward about expressing him- 
self frankly. One loquacious lady with 
a peculiar tone of voice, who visited 
the house, annoyed him.beyond meas- 
ure. Whenever she began to talk he 
would set up a eoarse, ribald horse 
(or parrot) laugh, and he would keep 
it up as long as she tried to talk. A 
gentleman who bored him with atten- 
tions, he dismissed with ‘“‘Good-by, 
en Good-by, I say, good- 


Of course the old people take a great 
deal of pride in Polly, and they pet him 
and make as much of him as they 
would of a baby. They wanted to show 
him off on the occasion of our visit, to 
amuse the children. But Polly is not 
much used to children. and on that 
occasion he exhibited the perversity of 
a spoiled child himself. It was only 
after Dotta had sung and danced to 
him and bantered him with flattéring 
attentions of aH sorts, and one of 
the grandchildren bad tempted him 
with a lively tune on the 
piano that he consented to unbend his 
stilted dignity. Then he danced a lit- 
tle for us, and talked a little, and 
ecreeched some high opera and whis- 
tled that familiar air . 

Chippy. get your hair cut, 
air cut, hair cut, 
Chippy, get your hair cut 
Short! 

But, he gave us enough to show 
that he is a very accomplished parrot, 
and with what we saw and what we 
heard of his accomplishments, we were 
fully convinced that there is at least 


one parrot in the world who thinks 


and talks intelligently. 

In closing this letter, I cannot avoid 
telling of an incident which came to 
my attention a few days ago, and in 
which another parrot was chief actor. 

Was at one of the entrances of 
Golden Gate Park in company with a 
lot of people who had just alighted 

the car. There was a parrot in 
a cage, and a rather stout party of the 
feminine persuasion was patronizing 
him and trying to draw him out with 
all sorts of honeyed expressions. The 
bird wars evidently not in a very soci- 
able mood, and proved anything but 
responsive, but the stout party was 
persistent and effusive. As a last re- 
sort, Polly unbosomed himself and 
talked quite plainly. He told his ad- 


mirer to “Go to hell.”” Another 
that thinks!

PLUMBERS’ LICENSES. 
The New Ordinance Will Go Into Effect To- 
morro 


iw. 

The ordinance requiring plumbers, 
both masters and journeymen, to take 
out licenses, will gointo effect tomor- 
row. Itis probable, however, that -it 
wilk not be in force for some ‘davs yet, 
for the reason that the examining board 
has not organized. 

The ordinance referred to is No. 
1556, new series. It provides that the 
Board of Health shall appoint an exam- 
ining board todecide upon the com- 
petency of any person to practice the 
art of’ plumbing within thecity. The 
board is to consist of the Building In- 
spector, the Health Officer, one master 
plumber and one journeyman plumber. 
The Board of Health has appointed Ed 
Burgoin of the masters and W. O. Mer- 
rill of the journeymen. 

James E. Cusick, the Assistant Super- 
intendent of Buildings, whose duties 
are in that line, ,will sit on the board, it 
is expected, instead of Superintendent 
Eisen. The board will therefore con- 
sist of Health Officer Powers, Mr. Cu- 
sick, Mr. Burgoin and Mr. Merrill. 

It is expected that the board will er- 
ganize within a day ortwo, and within 
a few days will adopt rules and regula- 
tions governing it. 
be ready to conduct examinations.

EXTRA SESSION 


Probability That the Leg- 
islature Will Meet 


To Provide for the Holding of 
the Midwinter Fair. 


Prominent Los Angeles Citizens Take 
the Initiative. 


Political Contingencies That May Result from 
Such a Course—Governor Stone- 
man’s Famous ‘‘Loaded”’ 

Legistature Recalled. 


There is a good prospect of an extra 
session of the Legislature to be called 
within the next thirty days. 

Ever since the California midwinter 
fair has been the subject of discussion 
a number of public-spirited citizens of 
Los Angeles have been conferring as to 
the advisability of this county taking 
a leading part in the enterprise. Since 
it has become patent that the proposed 
exposition is in a fair way of becoming 
an assured fact, the meetings and con- 
ferences have become more numerous, 
and culminated yesterday in the follow- 
ing resolution being passed by the su- 
pervisors: 

“Resolved, that the Board of Super- 
visors of Los Angeles county consider 
the efforts of the citizens of San Fran- 
cisco to hold in that city a midwinter 
fair a most laudable and deserving pro- 
ject, and one which, 
will resulg in great benefit to the entire 
people of the State and Coast, and one 
which should receive the immediate 
financtal and other encouragement of 
the people of Southern California. That 
for the purpose of-_inaugurating a move- 
ment for that purpose we do hereby 
appoint and call upon T, D. Stimson, E. 
P. Johnson, Charles Silent, A. E. Pom- 
eroy, L. A. Sheldon to act as an organ- 
izing committee, who, together, shall 
perfect an organization and undertake 
the devising of ways and means to as- 
sist San Francisco in her endeavors, 
and to see that Los Angeles county 
and Southern California are properly 
represented. 

“It is further resolved that the clerk 
of this board be, and he is, hereby di- 
rected to immediately send copies of 
this resolution to the boards of super- 
visors of the counties of San Diego, 
San Bernardino, Riverside, Orange, 
Ventura, Santa Barbara and San Luis 
Obispo and request their co-operation.” 

One of the gentlemen named as a 
member of the organizing committee 
was seen by a Times reporter and said 
the matter had been under considera- 
tion for some time. The object was to 
make the proposed fair a success, and 
at the same time extract a great deal 
of benefit out of. it for Southern Cali- 
fornia. Several gentlemen had inter- 
ested themselves in the matter, and 
had, after considering all the advan- 
tages that would accrue to this section, 
decided to push things along. A plan 
of action had also been mapped out, of 
which the supervisors’ lution was 
but the first step. 

It was proposed to call on the boards 
of supervisors of San Diego, San Ber- 
nardino, ‘Riverside, Orange, Ventura, 
Santa Barbara and San Luis Obispo 
and request the appointment of a simi- 
lar ‘organizing committee in each 
county. These several committees will 
then have a joint meeting, although the 
plan is to get each organizing commit- 
tee to take charge of affairs in its own 
county. But the princippal action to be 
taken by this meeting of committees 
from the various counties is to petition 


if carried out,. 


Gov. Markham to call an extra session 


of the Legislature to take the matter 
in hand and make it a State affair. 
Coming as this petition would from the 
southern part of the State, it is not 
thought the Governor would refuse. 

It is argued that, whenever these 
public matters involving the expendi- 
ture of money come up, a few men 
have to put their hands in their pockets 
while those who reap the benefits usu- 
ally get off without spending a dollar. 
As the San Francisco exposition prom- 
ises to bring a large crowd to the 
Coast, and the whole State will feel the 
good effects of such an influx, it is no 
more than fair that the State should 
adopt the enterprise as its own and 
give it all the aid needed. he State 
could appropriate about one-third of the 
cast, and manage it in such a way that 
the sum thus appropriated. could be 
returned out of the first gate receipts. 

Another argument advanced why the 
southern part of the State should take 
a hand in this movement is that the 
exhibits from the various counties 
would attract an immense number of 
home-seekers. And still another good 
reason for making the midwinter fair a 
“big thing’ is that it would deter many 
from making the expensive trip to Chi- 
cago when there is a prospect that a 
large number of the exhibits now at 
the World's Fair could be seen at our 
very doors. 

To carry owt this programme would 
necessitate calling the Legislature to- 
gether. It is confidently believed that 
if the matter is presented to the Gov- 
ernor as having originated in this part 
of the State, heretofore supposed to be 
antagonistic, he will consent to the ex- 
tra session. 

There is a political side to the ques- 
tion,*Rowever, which will have to be 
discussed .before the Governor takes 
any action. In-all probability Gov. 
Markham will appoint a United States 
Senator between now and August 1. 
Should the Legislature meet after that 
date it would haved the power to elect a 
Senator, whp would, according to pre- 
cedent, supersede the Governor’s ap- 
pointee. . Although an extra session 
would only act on the matter for which 
it is called, it could, by. concurrent res- 
olution, declare that a Senatorial va- 
cancy existed, and that so-and-so be ap- 
All the unexpired ter 
In the present political condition of thé 
Legislature, however, it is. not likely 
that the flasco of Gov. Stoneman’s ad- 
ministration will be repeated. It will 
be remembered that the late Senator 
Hearst was appointed by Gov. Stone- 
man to fill an unexpired term, shortly 
after which Gov. Stoneman called an 
extra session of the Legislature to act 
on irrigation matters. After conven- 
ing, that body, having a Republican 
earoty. by resolution declared A. P. 
Williams the United States Senator, 
and Mr. Hearst had to wait until a 
Democratic Legislature was elected be- 
fore he could go to Washington as Sen- 
ator. R. F. deb Valle of this city was 
then in the State Senate, and in a 
speech facetiously declared thai 
“Stoneman had called the Legislature 
together, but he didn’t know it was 
loaded.”’ 


But the present political complexion 
of the Legislature is against any repe- 
tition of the “loaded"’ incident. The 
Democrats can count on a vote of 58 
on joint ballot (including Burke. Non- 
partisan, of San Francisco;) the Re- 
have 52, counting Carlson of 

an Diego, and the Popylists have 3. 
A combination of any of the two par- 
ties could elect, but it is not likely that 
the Populists, outside of Kerns of this 
county, would join with the Demo- 
crats, Qniy in case Gov. Markham 
should appoint an anti-free silver man 
is such a condition possible. 

Even should Kerns vote with the 
Democrats, they would still lack one 
vote of a majority. 

On the other hand, it is declared that 
elections tould be called in the Stock- 
ton and Butte districts to fill the va- 
cancies caused by the deaths of Assem- 
blymen Price and La Rue, who were 
Democrats. But it is an even chance 
that Republicans would be sent from 
both districts. Even should the Dem- 
ocrats elect their men, Kerns would 
still be needed to give them a majority 
on joint ballot. - 

In dny case it will be seen that there 
is little likelihood of ousting the Gov- 
ernor’s appointee, and therefore the 


advocates of the extra session move- 
ment fear little opposition froma polit- 
ical standpoint. Indeed, should there 
be the slightest danger of the Demo- 
crats securing a majority, knowing 
ones say that enqugh Democratic mem- 
bers of the San Francisco delegation 
can be pledged, who, in return fom the 
great benefit to that city by the State 
midwinter fair, would refuse take 
part in &n election of a. Unjted Stata 
Senator by the Legislature. .

MRS. CUSICK INSANE 


Committed to the Asylum ‘civil suit to recover 


Judge Shaw. 


The Queer Antics of the Woman 
‘While in This City.

of the Defense on Evidence 
Favorable to Young. 


Quer in Judge Shaw's Court—The 
$9,000 Damage Suit against the South- 
ern Pacific Company Nearly Con- 

 chaded—Court Notes. 


_ “Judge, for ten generations there has 
‘been never a bit of insanity in my fam- 
lly, an@é I am as good a woman today 
as I wes when I married twenty-four 
years ax0.”” 

Mrs. [ilen E. Cusick was pathetic at 
times, ahd at others very decided yes- 
terday, when brought before Judge 
Shaw aid Drs. Wernigk and Hughes 

- for exanination as to her sanity. 

Nearly all of the officers about the 
City Hal. and police headquarters have 
reason t) remember a rotund Irish 
woman, with a florid cast of counte- 
nance and a gift of volubility not often 
encountered. She reached the city 
some weeks ago, but has become very 
extensively acquainted within that 
short spare of time. She was not long 
in annoutcing herself as the wife of 
James Cusick, the City Plumbing In- 
sector, and told a doleful tale of how 
she had been deserted by her husband. 
Shortly afterward she apeared as de- 
fendant in the Police Court ona charge 

_ of disturbing the peace, and, although 
released at the time on her own re- 
cognizance, created no end of a dis- 
turbance by calling upon  Cusick’s 
friends and endeavoring to poison their 
minds ‘against that gentleman. She 
persistently protested her love for Cu- 
sick, 
been a divorce granted. Upon this 
point, however, there was no chance 
for dovbt, for Cusick produced a copy 
of the decree issued by Superior Judge 
Wilson of San Francisco. 

' But Mrs. Cusick continued to make 
herself obnoxious by using profane lan- 
guage and endeavoring to embrace her 
former husband every time she met 
him on the streets. Then Mr. Cusick, 
being convinced that the woman w&s 
not in her, right mind, swore to the 
complaint charging that she was of un- 
sound mind. 

The woman appeared in court yes- 
terday for examination, and seemed 
much more subdued than is her usual 
wont. First she would talk of her dear 
husband with tears in her voice, and 
then ramble off on an alleged account 
of her early life. 

Mr. Cusick testified that he had se- 
cured a divorce a number-of years ago, 
and had since married again. Mrs. Cu- 
sick had once before been examined as 
to her sanity, but at that time was dis- 
charged. She made life so unbearable 
in San Francisco for him that he wes 
obliged to leaye that place and come to 
this city. Hete she had followed him, 
acting in a more erratic manner than 
before. > ¢ 

Police Judge Austin stated also that, 
from the woman's actions when she 
was before him, he was inclined to be- 
lieve that her mental faculties were de- 


ranged. In fact, he was quite certain * 
that she was insane. 
Although rs. Cusick said that she 


was not light-headed in the least, and 
reiterated her statement that through- 
out ten generations no insanity had af- 
flicted.. her, family, the physicians 
thought differently, and Judge Shaw 
ordered that she be committed to the 
asylum at Agnews. 

THE YOUNG TRIAL. 

The defense in the murder case, in 
which ‘“Billy’’ Young, the ‘‘mac,”’ oc- 

scupies the role of defendant, made a 
strenuous effort yesterday to have the 
statement supposedly made by Irene 
-O’Brien before her death, exonerating 
Young from all complicity in the-affair, 
admitied in. evidence, but their efforts 
were unsuccessful. 

This ‘same point was raised in the 
former trial. Counsel for the defense 
had witnesses ready to testify that such 
a statemant had been made by Irene, 
but the qnestion here was whether or 
not the statement was a death-bed dec- 
laration. Dr. McCarthy testified that 
he had told girl that she could not 
live, but she would not believe him, 
saying that ,she was yet good for 
twenty-five years. 

‘If she was in this frame of mind, the 
prosecution held, her statement of ex- 
oneration was not admissable. The 
court so ruled also, and the matter was 
then dropped. - 

In \the present trial it was. revived 
yesterday by the defense, and for the 
pur of testing the point Joe Dock- 
weiler ‘was put.on the stand. He said 
that, he\ had visited Irene a day or so 
before she died, and she had then told 
him that she was growing weaker and 
weaker, and thought she was going to 
die. “I asked her if she didn’t want a 
priest to visit her, and she said yes, 
that she would like to confess,’ con- 
tinued the witness. ‘“‘She seemed ra- 
tional, for when I read a letter to her 

m her sister she seemed to under- 
stand ® all. She was suffering very 
much the burns. I asked her to 
me just how. the thing happened, 
and she said— 


“Well, don’t tell what she said,’ in- 
terposed strict Attorney Dillon. “We 
object on the grounds of incompe- 
tency.”

New York Stocks.

At the opening a more 
confident feeling generally prevailed.

THIRD STREET TUNNEL. 


Estimates of the Work Prepared by the City
